Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . This is in response to the amendment filed on 02/02/09. 

2. Claims 7-9, 4, 5 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Applicant has cancelled claims 1 and 6, thus removing the provisional 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting at issue in the office action dated 
1 1/12/08. Further, since claims 4 and 5 now depend from claim 7, which is not 
subjected to nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting anymore, thus overcoming 
the provisional nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting of claims 4 and 5. The 
present invention relates to apparatus for performing decoding computation on a 
window of a predetermined size in parallel, using a sliding method and a Max-LOG- 
MAP algorithm. Upon further consideration and comparison with prior art of record 
(closest reference, Blankenship et al. - US 6,952,457), applicant's argument in the 
REMARKS filed on 02/02/09 is agreed to. Thus, claims 7-9, 4, 5 are found to be novel 
and unobvious over prior art of record.
